Be prepared to move your 
vehicle should you reside on 
a snow route in Edmonton. 

A parking ban will hit 
city streets first thing Fri¬ 
day morning, as Edmonton 
continues to dig itself out 
from Wednesday’s monster 
storm. 

Starting at 7 a.m. Friday, 
anyone parked in areas that 
are subject to the seasonal 
parking ban will be towed 
and ticketed to make way 
for the plows. 

Signs are posted along 


the route where the ban ap¬ 
plies, but director of road¬ 
way maintenance Bob Dun- 
ford said residents should 
move from any street with 
transit buses. 

“If they have a bus route 
or a bus running on a resi¬ 
dential roadway they are on 
a banned route,” he said. 

On Thursday afternoon, 
Dunford said residents had 
plowed most of the main 
roads. He said he suspect¬ 
ed clearing the bus routes 
would take until Monday. 

“This will take more than 
48 hours, I suspect we will 
have the ban in place until 
Monday morning,” he said. 

Dunford said many of the 
city’s contractors were still 
changing their equipment 
over from the construction 
season and were unavailable 
for this snowfall. He also

said that there was a tough 
layer of ice under this snow¬ 
fall making things difficult.

She said there would be 
no leniency this year, but 
she hoped residents adapted 
to the new system when it 
was brought in last year.

The average Edmonton 
homeowner will pay 
about $100 more in 2013 
under the first draft of 
next year’s budget. 

The draft budget, re¬ 
leased Thursday, calls for 
a four-per-cent increase 
to support city services 
and a 1.5 per cent prop¬ 
erty tax increase to sup¬ 
port the neighbourhood 
renewal program. 

The average Edmon¬ 
ton home is valued at 
$357,000 and would face 
a $98 increase under the 
proposal. 

The number is in line 
with the goal city council¬ 
lors gave administration 
earlier this summer. Hit¬ 
ting the target without 
reducing services was a 
challenge, according to 
the city’s treasurer. 

“We think this is a 
good budget, we worked 
hard to bring this budget 
in without impacting 
service levels,” said Lorna 
Rosen, treasuer and chief 
financial officer. 

She said previous 
council decisions already 
increased costs, because 
when new projects open 
they require staff to run 
them. 

Coun. Kerry Diotte 
said he plans to study 
the budget closely for 
savings, because few 
residents would have 
received a 5.5 per cent 
raise, 

“We have got good 
people at the city and 
this is an opportunity to 
encourage them to be 
more efficient,” 

Coun, Ben Henderson 
said he wants to give a 
close look and while he 
is pleased administration 
brought back the increase 
council wanted, the devil 
will be in the details. 

“The real question is 
what they had to do to 
get together,” he said.

U.S. president Barack 
Obama’s re-election will do 
little to change the flow of 
Alberta’s oil to our southern 
neighbours, according to 
the country’s top diplomat 
in Calgary. 

U.S. consul general Peter 
Kujawinski said Canada and 
America share a strong con¬ 
nection. 

“The U.S. and Canada 
have the largest energy re¬ 
lationship of any two coun¬ 
tries in the world and that 
is not going to stop, that is 
going to continue,” he said. 

Obama initially rejected 
plans for the Keystone XL 
pipeline, which would take 
oilsands crude to the gulf 
coast of the United States, 
to allow for more environ¬ 
mental reviews. 

Those reviews are ex¬ 
pected to lead to a decision 
early next year. Obama’s 
opponent, former governor 
Mitt Romney, had prom¬ 
ised to approve the project 
on his first day in office.

ference overall on energy 
between the two men was 
minor.

Travis Davies, a spokes¬ 
person for the Canadian As¬ 
sociation of Petroleum pro¬ 
ducers, said they believe the 
pipeline will be approved 
and that the energy rela¬ 
tionship will remain strong. 

He said Americans want 
less offshore oil and Canada 
can help. 

“If you are keen to get 
off offshore oil and you 
are making a choice about 
where to get oil from most 
Americans would choose 
Canada,” he said.

Police charge pair with forcible confinement 


Two people have been 
charged in relation to the 
forcible confinement of a 
woman in her south Ed¬ 
monton home earlier this 
year.

‘Old Man 
Winter 
Bandit* 
arrested 

A man allegedly respon¬ 
sible for a string of bank 
robberies and thefts across 
Canada, including three 
bank robberies in Edmon¬ 
ton, has been arrested. 

After a complex inves¬ 
tigation, Edmonton police 
are crediting the cooper¬ 
ation between several po¬ 
lice agencies and help from 
the public for the arrest of 
the suspect known as the 
Old Man Winter Bandit, 
nicknamed because of the 
winter coat he wore and 
his older appearance. 

The suspect’s appear¬ 
ance, which “reminded 
people a lot of other people 
they’ve known,” made the 
investigation challenging, 
said Edmonton Police 
Services robbery Det. Mark 
Hilton. 

“He made no effort to 
disguise himself. The chal¬ 
lenge for us was identity; 
we had a lot of tips that we 
had to go through,” he said. 

While initial pleas made 
by police in Calgary and 
Edmonton to the public 
in April were unsuccessful 
in identifying a suspect, a 
$10,000 reward offered by 
the Canadian Bankers As¬ 
sociation on Oct. 3 led to a 
tip that led to the identi¬ 
fication and arrest of the 
suspect. 

Leonard Richard Collins, 
46, was arrested in Bran¬ 
don, Man. on Nov. 2 and 
is expected to be brought 
to Edmonton to answer to 
nine charges of robbery and 
two of theft under $5,000. 

The bank robberies took 
place in Edmonton, Sher¬ 
wood Park, Spruce Grove, 
Calgary and Winnipeg and 
the theft of money from 
two drug stores occurred in 
Edmonton.

Dutch machine gunner Jean

Van Eck and fellow veter¬ 
ans sell poppies at a city mall 
every November, talking to 
teens that head to the mall 


food court every lunch hour. 
For A.E. (Gene) Bince, 81, it’s a 
chance to educate those who 
know nothing of war, even 
if the memories still bring a 


tear to his eye 60 years later. 

As a medic, Bince said 
what he remembers most was 
the prisoner of war exchange 
when the war ended in 1953, 


and how he had to examine 
men who had been kept in 
tortured conditions.

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Nor’easter brings new misery 
to U.S. East Coast after Sandy 


Still in the dark. More 
than a foot of snow 
falls on parts of New 
Jersey, causing further 
power outages 


The New York-New Jersey re¬ 
gion woke up to wet snow, 
hundreds of cancelled flights 
and more power outages 
Thursday after a new storm 
pushed back efforts to re¬ 
cover from a superstorm that 
left millions powerless and 
dozens dead last week. 

Gov. Andrew Cuomo 
said losses from Superstorm 
Sandy in New York state 
could total $33 billion. 

The new storm did not 
bring a second wave of flood¬ 
ing that some had feared. 

“We lost power last week, 
just got it back for a day 
or two, and now we lost it 
again,” said John Monticello 
of Point Pleasant Beach, New 
Jersey. “Every day it’s the 


same now: Turn on the gas 
burner for heat. Instant cof¬ 
fee. Use the iPad to And out 
what’s going on in the rest of 
the world.” 

But the new storm didn’t 
appear to rouse exhausted 
residents of the country’s 
most densely populated re¬ 
gion to a new chorus of com¬ 
plaints. Except, perhaps, on 
this week’s presidential elec¬ 
tion. 

Valdimir Repnin emerged 
Thursday morning from his 
powerless Staten Island home 
with a snow shovel in his 
hand, and a question: “Who 
won? Obama?” he asked. 

The region’s greatest chal¬ 
lenge remains flnding emer¬ 
gency housing for tens of 
thousands of people, in some 
cases for the long term. 

“We are going to have 
to look at a ground-up re¬ 
design,” Cuomo said of the 
power and fuel supply sys¬ 
tems. “With power outages, 
you paralyze the nation, and 
chaos ensues.”

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Blacklist aims to deter phone theft 


Database. Smartphones 
to go on an electronic 
list in Canada in a move 
to stop thieves, protect 
your personal data 


Canada’s wireless carriers are 
targeting smartphone theft 
by setting up a database that 
will blacklist lost or stolen 


phones to prevent them from 
being reactivated. 

The move would also help 
protect personal data on such 
devices, the Canadian Wire¬ 
less Telecommunications As¬ 
sociation said Thursday. 

Smartphones are worth 
$600 to $700 and can be re¬ 
sold on the black market, 
noted association president 
Bernard Lord. 

“With this database, it 
makes that a lot less attract¬ 


ive because the buyer of the 
stolen phone will not be able 
to connect to any network in 
Canada,” Lord said from Ot¬ 
tawa. 

“It eliminates the incen¬ 
tive for stealing a device.” 

The idea is also to reduce 
the black market value of a 
smartphone in the eyes of 
criminals. Lord added. 

Once consumers call their 
wireless carrier to report 
their smartphone lost or 


stolen, the device’s internal 
identification number goes 
on the electronic blacklist. 

Lord said even though 
more smartphones are lost 
than stolen, law enforcement 
officials have raised concerns 
about the issue. 

The database for the Can¬ 
adian wireless industry will 
be up and running by Septem¬ 
ber 2013 and Canada’s carri¬ 
ers will also be contributing 
to an international database

‘Extraordinary’ gay 
pair manage to 
co-coax abandoned 
egg into existence 


In an apparent world first, the 
newest chick in a Danish zoo’s 
King penguin colony has two 
dads. 

“This year has been extra¬ 
ordinary,” zoologist Nina Chris¬ 
tensen told the Star on Thurs¬ 
day. 

Odense Zoo keepers real¬ 
ized two of their male King 
penguins were a couple about 
a year ago, she said. Then 
they noticed the gay penguins 


would try to “disturb the other 
pairs and steal their eggs.” 

So far, not too odd. Penguins 
and swans in the wild do the 
same thing. 

In brooding season, though, 
the gay penguins took to try¬ 
ing to incubate dead herring. 
Penguins, males and females in 
turn, incubate eggs by standing 
on them. 

“The keepers realized they 
seriously wanted to stay with 
an egg.” 

As fortune would have it, a 
female penguin started acting 
oddly as well. She’d already de¬ 
livered an egg with one male 
then dumped him and pro¬ 
duced another with a different, 
aheady mated, male. Then she 
dumped him and abandoned

the egg. 

In the lifetime monogamy 
of the King penguin world, this 
was “extraordinary,” said Chris¬ 
tensen. 

“Now we have an extra egg 
and this pair that have been 
standing with fishes.” 

The keepers tested the gay 
penguins’ parenting skills on a 
ball, then tried them with the 
abandoned egg. They were, said 


Christensen, natural parents. 

“With King penguins, they 
mix it between the male and 
female. One stands with the 
egg while the other goes to feed 
and then they shift. It was the 


same with this pair. They both 
incubated the egg.” 

The chick hatched about a 
month ago and the new httle 
fanrily remains separated from 
the colony while they bond but 


will soon rejoin them. Penguins 
recognize their offspring by 
their distinctive cries, indis¬ 
tinguishable to humans, and 
this trio are no different, Chris¬ 
tensen said. 

The behaviour could be 
common in nature, she said. 
Male and female King penguins 
look identical and they share 
incubation, so it’s tough to teU 
what’s going on inside a large 
colony. 

In fact, the zoo won’t know 
the gender of this httle one 
until it gets its adult feathers at 
about eight months. 

In captivity, however, the 
Odense pair are a first King 
penguins as gay adoptive dads, 
she said.

Giffords’ shooter 
sentenced. Jared Lee 
Loughner pleaded

A man whose 2011 shooting 
rampage kiUed six people and 
woimded 13 others, including 
Congresswoman Gabrielle Gif¬ 
fords, was ordered Thursday 
to serve seven consecutive life 
sentences, plus 140 years in fed¬ 
eral prison. 

Jared Lee Loughner, 24, 
pleaded guilty under an agree¬ 
ment that guarantees he will 
spend the rest of his life in 
prison without the possibility 
of parole. He avoids a federal 
death sentence, although state 
prosecutors could stiU decide to 
tiyhim. 

Giffords, partially blind, her 
right arm paral 3 ^ed and limp, 
came face-to-face with Lough¬ 
ner at the sentencing, standing 
beside her husband as he spoke 
of her struggles to recover from 
being shot in the head. 

“Her life has been forever 
changed. Plans she had for 
our family and her career have 
been immeasurably altered,” 
said astronaut Mark Kelly, both 
he and his wife staring at the 
shooter inside a packed court¬ 
room. “Eveiy day is a continu¬ 
ous struggle to do those things 
she once was so good at.” 

One by one, survivors of the 
attack at a Giffords pohtical 
event approached the podium

to address Loughner, each turn¬ 
ing toward hrm where he sat 
with his attorneys. 

“You took away my life, 
my love and my reason for liv¬ 
ing,” said MavaneU Stoddard, 
who was shot three times and 
cradled her dying husband in 
her arms as he lay bleeding on 
the sidewalk after shielding her 
from the spray of bullets. 

Loughner’s parents sat near¬ 
by, his mother sobbing. 

Some victims, including Gif¬ 
fords, welcomed the plea deal 
as a way to move on. It spared 
them and their famihes from 
having to go through a poten¬ 
tially lengthy and traumatic 
trial and locks up the defend¬ 
ant for life. Both sides reached 
the deal after a judge declared 
that Loughner was able to 
understand the charges against 
him. After the shooting, he was 
diagnosed with schizophrenia 
and imderwent forcible psycho¬ 
tropic drug treatments.

Canadian Forces.

A video showing a Ganadian 
Forces ofBcer with his face in 
brown makeup pretending to 
be Osama bin Laden’s brother 
is in poor taste but does not 
reflect the wider militaiy com¬ 
munity, Defence Minister Peter 
MacKay said Thmsday. 

MacKay issued a statement 
in response to a video made in 
2010 that features an unidenti¬ 
fied military member stationed 
at 14 Wing Greenwood wearing 
a fake beard and turban, boast¬ 
ing that he worked with the 
leader of al-Qaida. 

The GBG says it was leaked a 
copy of the video, which shows 
the ofBcer calling a woman a 
“silly infidel,” saying he drives 
a taxi and then later yelling at 


someone off-screen to get away 
from his car bomb. 

MacKay said an investiga¬ 
tion into what happened was 
launched as soon as the De¬ 
fence Department became 
aware of the video’s existence. 

“Two years ago, certain 
members of the Ganadian 
Forces stationed at GFB Green¬ 
wood filmed a video intended 
for their colleagues that fea¬ 
tured inappropriate content 
and poor taste,” MacKay said. 

A spokesman at 14 Wing 
Greenwood said the Ganadian

Service is trying to determine 
who made the video and 
whether any military rules

Rapp says that while soldiers are more open 
to sharing their wartime experiences, the 
Canadian government can still do more to 
support veterans. 


She said that while Veteran’s Affairs Canada 
is better able to identify and deal with 
soldiers suffering from post-traumatic stress 
disorder, recent cuts are putting the depart¬ 
ment under strain. 


Part of the reason Rapp speaks to other 
Canadians is to ensure they know that vet¬ 
erans should be valued.

Growing up stud 3 dng 
history, Charlotte He¬ 
gele learned all about 
the men who fought 
the Second World War.

“I think a lot of young 
people blur history togeth¬ 
er and they don’t realize 
that there are specific 
pockets of time where 
extraordinary things 
happened,” said Hegele.

Investing. This is the 
third of a three-part 
series on getting into 
the stock market 



It’s never been easier to get 
into the stock market. You can 
invest online, through an ad¬ 
viser and at your branch. You 
can buy stocks, mutual funds, 
exchange-traded funds, fixed- 
income and more. 

Investing is so simple that it 
can be overwhelming. Where 
do you start? What should you 
buy? How much do you need? 

Novice investors will likely 
want to start with an adviser. 
They understand the market 
and know which products are 
the best. It’s also their job to 
make your money grow, which 
is hard for most people to do on 
their own. 

Some financial planners, 
such as bank-based advisers, 
are free, though others can be 
expensive, depending on what 
you want them to do. Many 
charge a flat fee that includes 
investing and developing a fi¬ 
nancial plan. 

As well, advisers typically 
invest in mutual funds, which 
come with a hefty manage¬ 
ment ratio. Usually, a mutual 
fund company will take around 
two per cent of someone’s in-

vested assets to cover expenses. 
If you don’t know what you’re 
doing, though, it’s worth pay¬ 
ing for the advice. 

Sawier investors often buy 
securities online. Eveiy bank 
has its own web-based broker¬ 
age, but there are other firms, 
such as Qtrade, Interactive 
Brokers and Questrade, that of¬ 
fer similar services. 

Do-it-yourself investors 
often buy stocks and exchange- 
traded funds — a basket of 
stocks that track a specific 
index — that don’t come with 
the same management fees as 
mutual funds do. (Stocks don’t 
come with any management 
costs.) 

There is a trading fee, but, 
depending on how often you 
trade, it can be negligible. Per 
trade costs range between 
$6.99 and $29.99 — it depends 
on the bank and how often you 
buy and sell — but it’s often 
cheaper than buying mutual 
funds with an adviser. 

Once you figure out how you 
want to invest and with what 
products, you need to decide 
what type of accoimt to use. 
Registered Retirement Savings 
Plans (RRSP) are still the most 
popular investment accoimt, as 
you only have to pay tax on the 
total account balance when you 
withdraw, likely in retirement. 

Tax-Free Savings Accounts, 
which were introduced in 2009, 
are giving the RRSP a run for its 
money. VVTiatever you invest in 
a TFSA grows tax-free. While 
you don’t get a tax refund, hke 
you do when you invest in an 
RRSP, you don’t have to pay the 
CRA when you withdraw. 

There are also non-regis- 
tered accounts that ofier prefer¬ 
ential tax treatment on capital 
gains — the difference between 
what you bought a security for 
and what it’s sold for — and 
dividends. Most people turn to 
non-registered accounts after 
maxing out their RRSP. 

See what I mean about 
choice? It’s amazing anyone 
invests in the stock market 
at all. But don’t get flustered;

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Retailers run scared of breastfeeding doll 


Breast Milk Baby. 

Halter top with ‘nipple’ 
sensors prompts toy to 
make suckling sounds 


We’ve got dolls that wet, 
crawl and talk. We’ve got 
dolls with perfect hourglass 
figures. We’ve got dolls 
with swagger. And we’ve got 
plenty that come with itty 
bitty baby bottles. 

But it’s a breastfeeding 


doll whose suckling sounds 
are prompted by sensors 
sewn into a halter top at the 
nipples of little girls that 
caught some flak after hit¬ 
ting the U.S. market. 

“I just want the kids to 
be kids,” Bill O’Reilly said on 
his Fox News show when he 
learned of the Breast Milk 
Baby. “And this kind of stuff. 
We don’t need this.” 

What, exactly, people 
don’t need is unclear to 
Dennis Lewis, the U.S. rep¬ 
resentative for Berjuan Toys,

After unsuccessfully peddling them to U.S. 
retailers large and small, the company 
now has them listed at half price on their 
website in time for the holidays this year. 


a family-owned, 40-year-old 
doll maker in Spain that 
can’t get the dolls onto main¬ 
stream shelves more than a 


year after introducing the 
line in the U.S. 

“We’ve had a lot of sup¬ 
port from lots of breast¬ 
feeding organizations, lots of 
mothers, lots of educators,” 
said Lewis, in Orlando, Fla. 

“There also has been a 
lot of blowback from people 
who maybe haven’t thought 
to think about really why the 
doll is there and what its pur¬ 
pose is. 

“Usually they are people 
that either have problems 
with breastfeeding in gen¬ 


eral, or they see it as some¬ 
thing sexual.” 

The dolls, eight in all with 
a variety of skin tones and fa¬ 
cial features, look like many 
others, until children don 
the little top with petal ap¬ 
pliques at the nipples. 

That’s where the sensors 
are located, setting off the 
suckling noise when the 
doll’s mouth makes contact. 
It also burps and cries, but 
those sounds don’t require 
contact at the breast.

Richard: Mark, I know we’ll 
get to the good Liz Taylor films 
in a second, but I’d like to start 
with Boom! a strange movie 
about a much-married booze 
hound (Liz wearing Vegas- 
inspired Kabuki gowns!) and a 
penniless poet (Dick) who ro¬ 
mances her in the final hours 
of her life. This one fails on 
virtually every front, except 
that in its awfiilness it has 
a campy charm, and for the 
ones who get the joke, great 
entertainment value.

But I have to admit 
that even Taylor’s better films 
veer toward camp. Look at 
Butterfield 8, which I con¬ 
sider her essential mid-career 
movie.

The movie has 
the greatest line Liz Taylor 
ever committed to celluloid, 
“Mama, face it, I was the slut 
of all time!” Although the 
movie is badly dated, it makes 
a strong case for the return of 
the negligee. 

RC: I guess I like an 5 Ahing 
with Liz and Burton. Like The 
V.I.P.s. As if having Liz and 
Dick on screen wasn’t enough 
star power The V.I.P.s adds in 
Orson Welles, Maggie Smith 
and a host of other early ’60s 
A-listers. The melodramatic 
stoiy is set on one night at the 
Heathrow Airport first class 
lounge. Liz looks amazing in 
this, but for me the highlight 


is Welles’s sleazy movie pro¬ 
ducer who’ll do an 3 Ahing— 
including manying someone 
he hardly knows — to avoid a 
whopping tax bill. 

MB: It must be some kind of 
meta-theme in Taylor’s work: 
fat old guys stealing the mov¬ 
ie from The Most Beautiful 
Woman In The World. Burl

feat. Liz is a good little scene 
chewer in this adaptation of 
Tennessee Wilhams’ medi¬ 
ocre play. Lots of scenes occur 
in the bedroom, giving her 
ample opportunity to dress 
and undress. 

RC: Burton was Liz’s most 
famous co-star, but she fre¬ 
quently co-starred with Mont¬ 
gomery Chft, who once said,

Taylor Lautner started the Twi¬ 
light franchise when he was 
15 years old, and in the five 
years since he’s become an 
international celebrity. The end 
of your teenage years can be 
awkward enough as is, but be¬ 
ing imder the media spothght 
adds a whole difierent level of 
discomfort. “It’s amazing how 
much a 15-year-old to a 20-year- 
old grows up and matures just 
regularly. Going through this, it 
definitely was at an accelerated 
rate,” he says. “[The scrutiny] 
definitely added to it. It was 
the part of it that we never pre¬ 
dicted.” 


The first lesson Lautner had 
to learn was to not just hide 
from the world. “When some¬ 
thing like that happens to you, 
you tend to [withdraw],” says 
Lautner, who became a tabloid 
staple when rumours about 
him dating Taylor Swift circu¬ 
lated in 2009. 

“The worst thing you can 
do in that situation is just lock 
yourself up inside your house 
and not do an 3 ^hing and just be 
scared. You just have to think 
about things more and maybe 
just plan more in advance, but 
you don’t want to change who 
you are and ever 3 ^thing you do 
just because of it.” 

Of course, he did have to 
make some changes because 
of his fame — like where he 
spends his firee time. “I haven’t 
been to a mall in a while and I 
haven’t been to a theme park 
in a while, but I figure out how 
to get into movie theatres,” he 
says. “I do [wear a disguise], but 
they don’t work at all for some 
reason, and I don’t know why I 
think I literally just have to put 
prosthetics on because hteraUy 
I put a baseball hat on, glasses. 


Looking ahead 


So where does Lautner go 
from here? Certainly the 
Twilight franchise has given 
him a leg up over other 
20-year-old actors, but his 
first non-franchise entry, 
last year’s Abduction, was a 
critical and commercial fail¬ 
ure. Lautner’s plan to avoid 
another stinker, he says, is 
to diversify. “I’m looking 
forward to doing some¬ 
thing different for myself 
and challenging myself,” 
he says. “I don’t want to do 
the same thing over and 
over again. My goal is to 
challenge myself to a wide 
variety of roles and genres 
of film.”

There’s not much that RZA, 
more formally known as Bobby 
Fitzgerald Diggs, can’t do.

many difiiculties as a first-time 
director. “You’ve got to think, 
first of all, even having the level 
of talent, trust me, and to have 
a mutual trust back and forth 
was a challenge because I’m 
not just playing with just any 
Joe Schmoe. (I’ve) got some of 
the best in the world coming 
to represent with me and you 
want to protect that,” he says.

Diabolique 

(1955) 


The 1950s French film 
directed by Henri-Georges 
Clouzot. As far as I know, 
no one was doing horror/ 
thriller with as much 
originality as this film 
at the time. The story 
takes place at a board¬ 
ing school in the French 
countryside where a 
schoolmaster’s wife 
and his mistress 
conspire to kill him. 
When they do, the 
body disappears and 
a series of strange 
and disturbing 
events occur. This 
film has some fan¬ 
tastic imagery and 
incredible psycho¬ 
logical tension. 


Barry Levinson, director of such modern American classics as Diner, The Natural and Rain Man, makes a surprising venture into the horror realm this week 
with The Bay, an unnerving fright fest about a coastal July 4 celebration that goes horribly wrong. Since this is such a departure for Levinson, we were 
curious to find out what his five favourite horror movies were. He was nice enough to take the time to answer in his own words;

Let The Right One In (2008) 


The Exordst (1973) 


1 don’t know if I would label this one strictly horror, 
but it certainly is terrifying. And touching. Tomas 
Alfredson is one of the many 
talented directors coming out 
of Sweden right now and this 
one works so well because 
it’s as interested in character 
as it is in horrifying moments 
and imagery. Shot against 
a cold, icy landscape, it’s as 
much a love story between 
the two children as it is a 
vampire film. 


The Exorcist has some gutsy filmmaking. If you go back 
and watch it, pretty much nothing scary happens for 
the first 45 minutes. It’s just slowly building tension. 
Then the daughter comes downstairs in the middle of 
her mother’s Georgetown cocktail party and urinates 
on the carpet in front of all the guests. It’s an incred¬ 
ible moment and the movie just goes from there. It’s 
not trying to have flrn with the horror like a lot of the 
films of today. It suggests that this very well could have 
happened. 


Frankenstein (1931) 

Don’t think you can overlook 
the original Frankenstein, 
Great design for a monster, 
Glassical form. And one of 
the great understated scenes 
of tension when the monster 
comes upon a very young 
girl. She accepts him without 
question. And we just wait for 
something terrible to happen. 


Psycho (i960) 


Again, all the great horror movies remain great 
because they did something outside the box. Killing 
a movie star as big as Janet Leigh was unheard of 
Nobody did that. And to do it in the shower like 
that. It has now become an iconic moment. I ac¬ 
tually made a good deal of fun of it in High Anxiety, 
but I remember my mouth kind of dropping when I 
saw it. I heard Hitchcock tried to grab the rights to 
Diabolique and lost out to Henri-Georges Glouzot. 

In turn, he made Psycho a few years later and used 
some of the great imagery Diabolique used with 
water, bathrooms, death.

Oscar-winning director Ang 
Lee said Wednesday that 
he worked hard during the 
four-year shooting of Yann 
Martel’s Life of Pi to give 
the $100 million art house 
film appeal for general audi¬ 
ences. 

The movie stars Indian 
Suraj Sharma, who plays a 
boy who drifts on the open 
sea with a Bengal tiger and 
a hyena after a ship carrying 
the rest of his family sinks. 

“As an art house film, 
you can explore the philo¬ 
sophical issues,” Lee said at 
a news conference. “But for 
a popular film, we also need

to make the audience feel 
touched and that was the 
difficult part.” 

Lee said initial reaction 
to the film had been posi¬ 
tive, leaving him to con¬ 
clude that his “risky experi¬ 
ment” would be a success. A 
major problem in the film¬ 
ing, Lee said, was coping 
with animals on a roiling 
sea, a problem Lee solved 
by filming in 3D. “As a new 
technology, 3D gives the 
film additional appeal,” he 
said. 

Much of the film was 
shot in Taiwan, Lee’s home. 
He said that one of the key 
settings — a large water 
tank built at a studio in 
the central city of Taichung 
— allowed the 150-strong 
foreign crew to use its im¬ 
agination freely and not be 
restrained by traditional 
Holl 32 wood production val¬ 
ues. “I was relieved that 
they enjoyed their work in 
Taiwan. We couldn’t have 
made the film if it were not 
here because of all the help 
we received,” Lee said. 

The film will premiere in 
the U.S. on Nov. 21.

Although he’s not extremely 
famous, songwriter Jimmy 
Webb is widely considered to 
be one of the greatest song¬ 
writers of the rock-era. 

That’s because unlike Len¬ 
non/McCartney, Smokey Rob¬ 
inson, or even Carole King, 
Webb was a pure songwriter 
whose greatest moments 
came at the hands of others. 

But whether it was Sin¬ 
atra performing Didn’t We, 
the 5th Dimension doing the 
delectably light Up, Up and 
Away or Glen Campbell’s 
own poignant readings of 
Wichita Lineman and By The 
Time I Get To Phoenix, Jimmy 
Webb’s uncanny knack for 
marrying l 3 n’ic to melody al¬ 
ways shines through. 

This week, the MFA fea¬ 
tures two performances from 
Webb in their Ruth and Carl 
J. Shapiro Celebrity Lecture 
series, featuring not only the 
singer and his piano, but also 
anecdotes and Q&A. 

He’s now in his mid-60s 
and still active on the record¬ 
ing scene: 2010’s Just Across 
the River features career- 
spanning remakes with vocal¬ 
ists from Lucinda Williams to 
Jackson Browne and Volume 
2 is on its way. 

Webb now finds himself in 
the unique position of being a 
professor emeritus on the art 
of songwriting. 

He is the chairman of the 
National Songwriter’s Hall 
of Fame, sits on the ASCAP 
Board of Directors and his 
1999 book Tunesmith is still 
critically regarded as the best 
book on songwriting. 

“I don’t do stand-up, but 
I do sit-down, because I am 
at the piano,” says Webb on

The infernal fire that has 
blazed beneath cynical de¬ 
tective John Constantine for 
years is being extinguished. 

But not for long. 

The chain-smoking British 
occult detective, long a staple 
of Vertigo’s Hellblazer, is get¬ 
ting what promises to be a 
duly deserved send-off as the 


title ends at No. 300 in Febru¬ 
ary. 

But Constantine, a some¬ 
what sorcerer more at home 
fighting demons than social¬ 
izing with people, won’t be 
fading away with the title’s 
end that is being written by 
longtime writer Peter Milligan 
and illustrated by artists Giu¬ 
seppe Camuncoli and Stefano 
Landini. 

Instead, the ending is a be¬ 
ginning of sorts for the char¬ 
acter. 

That’s because writer 
Robert Venditti, a bestselling 
author whose works include 


The Homeland Directive, will 
launch Constantine with art¬ 
ist Renato Guedes, a new ser¬ 
ies from DC Comics focusing 
on the detective’s adventures 
in the relaunched DC uni¬ 
verse. 

Fans of Constantine will 


still see elements of the man 
they’ve come to know since 
Hellblazer began in 1988, 
Venditti said, but there will be 
changes along with the famil¬ 
iar aspects, too.

Dark and the same character 
that people know and rec¬ 
ognize — the drinking and 
smoking, the con man aspect 
of him — that’s going to be 
very much part of the series,” 
he said. 

Venditti likened the chal¬ 
lenge of writing John Constan¬ 
tine, whose long history has 
led to a devoted fan base, to 
that of his critical and com¬ 
mercial success in reviving 
Valiant Entertainment’s X-0 
Manowar this year. 

“The mission is very much 
the same,” he said. “While I’m 
aware of all the rich history, I 


can’t look at it from, ‘How am 
I going to compete with that?’ 
I am going to come to the 
book and tell the best stories 
that I can.” 

At the same time, Venditti 
said he’s writing the character 
in a way that’s like an onion, 
albeit a supernatural laden, 
cigarette smoking roustabout 
with a jaded outlook on life. 

“He is devious, he is under¬ 
handed and he’s a very big- 
picture oriented guy,” he said.

“After looking at every¬ 
thing, Kerry Joseph is going 
to be our starter,” Reed said 
Thursday. “Both of them are 
happy about the situation. 
Matt knows that he has an 
opportunity and Kerry knows 
the ball is in his hands to get 
us off to a fast start. 

“In a post-season game, 
Kerry has won a Grey Cup, 
been a (Grey Cup) MVP. This 
is a one-and-done, an elim¬ 
ination game. We looked 
at all the intangibles, most 
of the variables and at this 
time Kerry Joseph has the 
best understanding of what 
we’re tr 3 dng to accomplish 
and he’s been on this stage 
before.”

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NHL negotiations 
alive in New York 



Lockout. Bettman 
says ‘still a lot of work 
to do’ after fourth 
straight day of talks 


The NHL and NHL Players’ 
Association will meet for a 
fourth straight day in an at¬ 
tempt to salvage a shortened 
season. 

Key negotiators from the 
league and union, includ¬ 
ing NHL commissioner Gary 
Bettman and NHLPA execu¬ 
tive director Donald Fehr, 
met for more than five hours 
Thursday and indicated talks 
will continue on Friday. 

“I don’t really have much 
to say,” said Bettman. “We 
met with the players’ associa¬ 
tion the last three days and 
we’re planning on meeting 
again tomorrow. But I’m not 
going to discuss the nego¬ 
tiations or the substance of 
what we’re talldng about. 

“I really don’t think that 
would be helpful for the pro¬ 
cess.” 


Fehr was similarly tight- 
lipped. 

“All I can say is that we dis¬ 
cussed a wide range of topics 
relating to the issues between 
us,” he said. “I really can’t say 
more than that at this point.” 


Reporters managed to un¬ 
cover the “undisclosed” loca¬ 
tion where the talks are be¬ 
ing held. The sides have been 
congregating this week at the 
midtown Manhattan offices 
of Proskauer Rose, the law 


firm where NHL lead counsel 
Bob Batterman works, and 
across the street from the 
building where the 2004-05 
CBA was hammered out. 

Little is known about 
exactly where talks stand. 

Sources told The Canadian 
Press that the NHL responded 
to a pair of union proposals 
on Thursday. On Wednesday, 
the NHLPA tabled new of¬ 
fers regarding revenue shar¬ 
ing and the league’s “make 
whole” provision, with the 
union suggesting a system 
where the players’ share in 
revenue drops to 50-50 in the 
third year of the deal. 

The “make whole” provi¬ 
sion is seen as the fundamen¬ 
tal issue left to solve. 

With all regular-season 
games cancelled through Nov. 
30, negotiations have reached 
a critical stage. Ten days will 
be needed from the time an 
agreement is struck until the 
season starts and there is still 
hope among the parties that 
a shortened schedule could 
begin by Dec. 1.
